August  1 9,  1 975,  our  first  day  at  nursing  school.  Thirty-four  girls  and  one  guy  (a  guy?),  all  scared  stiff.  So  many 
questions  boggled  our  minds.  "Is  that  somebody's  mama  or  a student?"  "Where's  that  guy?"  "Who's  my  room- 
mate?" "Oh,  no,  I can't  live  with  her!"  "Where  is  Southern  Pines,  anyway?"  To  some  the  experience  of  leaving 
home  was  traumatic  — to  others  it  was  sheer  ectasy! 

Our  first  week  was  full  of  surprises.  We  were  greeted  with  newspaper  doors  hiding  a barracade  of  tin  cans,  and 
saran  wrapped  toilets  with  nicely  greased  seats  awaiting  our  early  morning  micturition.  This  warm  welcome,  given 
by  none  other  than  our  "big  sisters,"  evidenced  proof  of  their  superiority  while  keeping  our  best  interests  at  heart. 

Our  first  unbearable  experience  was  closed  study.  We  learned  much  from  these  endless  hours  of  "study,"  such 
as  how  to  stuff  five  people  in  a closet  quietly,  how  to  make  it  to  the  water  fountain  500  times  without  running  into 
Mama  B.,  how  to  pop  silent  popcorn,  and  to  learn  everything  we  wanted  to  know  about  sex,  and  how  about  the 
Chinese  fire  alarm!  (sequential  slams!)  Remember  the  daredevils  who  took  a break  from  playing  cards  to  explore 
the  adventures  on  pebble  beach. 

Thursdays  meant  facing  three-hour  chemistry  labs  with  "Eppie  Epperson  and  his  little  beauties,"  and  Fridays 
brought  no  relief  with  anatomy  lab  and  Mrs.  Morton,  "the  head  cat." 

For  many  of  us  this  was  only  the  beginning  of  our  after  thoughts:  "Do  we  really  want  to  be  a nurse?" 

In  nursing  fundamentals  we  learned  not  to  take  an  oral  temp,  with  a rectal  thermometer,  to  take  a blood  pressure 
with  a sphygmo  — what,  how  to  study  an  entire  composition  book  for  only  one  test,  that  love  is  giving  your 
roommate  a bath  — (the  worst  is  yet  to  come  — we  had  to  give  each  other  our  first  injections),  if  our  relationship 
survived  that  it  could  survive  anything! 

Trembling,  frightened  student  nurses  marched  through  the  doors  of  EHPMEH  ready  to  fulfill  our  first  clinical 
assignments.  Ready  to  tackle  major  nursing  responsibilities  including  emptying  bedpans,  taking  TPR's,  making 
beds,  and  performing  AM  care  . . we  never  could  find  that  in  the  procedure  book.  We  learned  during  our  first  nine 
months,  if  nothing  else,  to  act  like  we  knew  what  we  were  doing  even  if  we  didn't. 

Foremost  in  our  minds  with  the  approach  of  our  junior  year  was  no  more  plain  white  caps.  We  now  had  half  of  a 
stripe.  We  also  had  specialities,  for  many  of  us  the  highlights  of  our  career  as  student  nurses. 

In  OR  we  demonstrated  our  knowledge  of  terminology.  The  doctor  yelled  for  a hemostat  and  the  student  nurse 
screamed,  "Doctor  needs  blood  FAST!"  We  also  went  above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty  trying  to  impress 
"selected  surgeons"  . . . Slade,  T.L.,  Gary  and  Chuck. 

In  OB,  when  the  doctor  failed  to  arrive  in  the  nick  of  time,  the  student  nurse  yelled,  "But  Mrs.  Clayton,  I don't 
know  nuttin'  'bout  berthin'  babies!"  (But  she  learned  . . . fast!)  And,  if  you  think  the  new  mothers  and  fathers  were 
excited,  you  should  have  seen  us  when  we  knew  we  were  scrubbing  with  Bob. 

Peds  gave  us  clinical  experience  in  coloring,  putting  together  puzzles,  playing  with  dolls,  and  breaking  in  Ted. 
At  times  we  felt  we  were  taking  a special  course  in  diction  and  all  of  us  knew  we  should  die  from  chronic  writer's 
cramp. 

Psychiatry,  we  took  at  Butner,  U.S.A.  as  nurses,  not  patients.  At  first  we  thought  we  had  it  made  with  tennis 
courts,  pingpong  tables  and  a range  that  'really  worked.'  But,  we  didn't  plan  to  be  attacked  on  the  tennis  courts,  or 
play  pingpong  with  Ollie.  We  were  also  threatened  by  patients  with  chairs,  received  unwanted  kisses  and  viewed 
love  in  action.  However,  we  were  so  close  to  the  Federal  Prison  that  nothing  surprised  us.  Butner  also  had  its 
advantages;  getting  lit  after  dark  in  Raleigh  and  observing  the  basketball  players  at  Carolina. 

Three  months  and  one  vacation  week  later  we  returned  to  HPMH,  our  intellect  widened,  and  many  of  our  hair 
colors  changed. 

Our  senior  year  — a whole  stripe!  The  next  nine  months  brought  new  challenges  and  greater  responsibilities.  In 
Med-Surg  we  thought  Monday  tests  would  be  the  death  of  us,  until  seminars  came  along!  Now  they  really  watched 
us  due  to  'suicidal  tendencies.' 

In  CCU  and  ICU,  with  monitor  strips  wrapped  around  our  feet  and  IV  tubing  around  our  necks,  we  found  that  we 
were  the  one  with  the  arrythmias. 

On  two  north  we  strained  our  backs  using  the  lift  and  every  muscle  in  our  bodies  with  various  traction  apparatus. 
On  four  north  our  energy  expenditure  was  aimed  at  dodging  higher  personnel  and  carrying  heavily  ladened  med. 
trays. 

In  nursing  leadership  we  got  to  "take  it  easy"  playing  instructor  — finally  the  chance  to  give  orders  instead  of 
taking  orders. 

Our  three  challenging  years  have  been  filled  with  much  blood,  sweat,  and  tears,  work  and  worry.  There  have 
been  times  when  we  felt  inadequate  and  times  that  we  felt  competent,  times  that  we  were  ready  to  'throw  in  the 
towel,'  (sterile  towel,  that  is)  and  times  when  we  felt  we  could  'conquer  the  world.'  But  through  it  all  our  inner 
ambition  to  be  a "real  nurse"  kept  us  going.  We  have  changed  from  trembling,  frightened  students  to  mature  and 
responsible  nurses. 

But  it's  the  laughter  we  will  remember  whenever  we  remember  the  way  we  were  . . . Remember  when?

HISTORY  OF  HIGH  POINT  MEMORIAL  HOSPITAL 

Early  in  the  twentieth  century  an  epidemic  of  Typhoid  Fever  spread  through  High  Point  which 
resulted  in  the  loss  of  many  lives.  At  that  time  the  city's  population  of  some  7,000  could  boast  of 
having  several  good  doctors  but  no  hospital.  There  was  much  talk  of  the  need  for  such  an  institution 
but  little  action  until  Mr.  Joseph  Sechrest,  the  proprietor  of  the  then  recently  established  Sechrest 
Funeral  Home,  became  aroused  and  encouraged  his  fellow  members  of  the  Junior  Order  to  do 
something  about  it.  He  was  appointed  to  chair  a committee  of  several  prominent  citizens  to  investi- 
gate the  possibility  of  having  the  Junior  Order  acquire  a suitable  building  and  operate  a small  hospital. 
Efforts  were  successful,  stock  was  sold,  and  a large  frame  residence  located  at  225  Boulevard  was 
purchased  and  opened  as  The  Junior  Order  Hospital  in  1904,  with  Miss  Josephine  Coleman,  R.N.,  as 
superintendent. 

The  Junior  Order  operated  the  hospital  for  some  seven  years  despite  financial  difficulties.  Finally,  in 
1911,  it  was  decided  the  best  interests  of  the  community  would  be  served  if  the  doctors  who  used  it 
would  take  it  over  and  operate  it.  Dr.  John  T.  Burrus  and  Dr.  Guy  Duncan  took  an  option  agreeing  to 
pay  the  Junior  Order  for  its  equity  in  the  property  and  to  assume  outstanding  obligations  of  some 
$2,500.  The  purchase  was  concluded  on  May  12,  1912,  and  Mrs.  Josephine  McCraney  was  appointed 
superintendent,  a position  which  she  held  until  1918.  The  hospital  was  incorporated  as  "High  Point 
Hospital"  and  Mrs.  McCraney,  Dr.  D.A.  Stanton  and  Dr.  Claude  E.  Reitzel  purchased  stock. 

Soon  after  the  incorporation  the  first  of  many  additions  was  added  and  the  entire  building  brick 
veneered.  Other  additions  followed  in  1913  and  1914,  and  others  were  constructed  until  the  mid 
1940.' 

In  1916,  Dr.  Duncan  retired  and  Dr.  H.W.  McCain  bought  his  stock  in  the  hospital.  In  1919,  upon 
his  return  from  armed  service,  Dr.  Burrus  bought  all  the  stock  in  the  High  Point  Hospital  except  that 
owned  by  Dr.  McCain.  The  two  men  continued  to  own  and  operate  the  hospital  jointly  until  Dr. 
McCain's  death  in  October,  1922.  Dr.  Burrus  bought  his  stock  in  the  organization  and  became  sole 
owner  of  the  hospital. 

In  1918,  Miss  Gilbert  Muse,  a graduate  of  the  hospital  school  of  nursing  who  had  been  serving  as 
operating  room  supervisor,  succeeded  Mrs.  McCraney  as  superintendent. 

In  1922,  Dr.  H.L.  Brockmann  came  to  High  Point  to  take  over  some  of  Dr.  McCain's  work  and  to 
establish  a laboratory  in  connection  with  the  institution.  Miss  Lillie  Pearl  Wood,  a High  Point  gradu- 
ate, became  the  first  laboratory  technician. 

The  hospital  was  converted  from  a private  institution  to  one  of  community  auspices  to  be  operated 
by  a self  perpetuating  board  of  trustees  in  1933.  The  financial  transaction  involved  Dr.  Burrus  con- 
tributing two-thirds  of  the  property  valuation  and  the  hospital  section  of  the  Duke  Endowment  con- 
tributing one-third.  The  hospital  was  changed  to  and  incorporated  as  Burrus  Memorial  Hospital,  Inc., 
so  named  in  honor  of  the  parents  of  Dr.  Burrus.  Dr.  Burrus  remained  as  chief  of  staff  until  his  death  on 
June  6,  1 936. 

The  incorporators  and  the  first  board  of  trustees  were  as  follows:  Chairman,  Rev.  H.N.  Bowne;  Dr. 
O.B.  Bonner;  Dr.  H.L.  Brockmann;  Carter  Dalton;  Dr.  John  T.  Burrus;  E.W.  Freeze;  R.O.  Lindsay;  A.S. 
Parker;  Fred  A.  Thomas  and  Frank  Wineskie. 
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On  April  1 , 1 942,  Mrs.  Gilbert  Muse  McCaskill,  after  thirty  years  as  superintendent,  was  succeeded 
by  Mr.  J.P.  Richardson,  who  was  given  the  title  of  administrator  of  the  hospital.  Miss  Evelyn  M.  Heath 
was  named  superintendent  of  nurses. 

In  1 944,  High  Point  Memorial  Hospital  evolved  out  of  the  merger  of  Burrus  Memorial  Hospital  and 
Guilford  General  Hospital.  Mr.  Richardson  was  named  Director  and  Mr.  W.R.  Peters  was  named 
business  manager.  In  1954,  Mr.  Peters  became  director  and  served  in  this  capacity  for  twenty  eight 
years. 

When  the  two  hospitals  merged,  the  new  board  of  trustees  began  raising  funds  for  the  construction 
of  a new  building.  Fund  raising  activities  continued  through  the  war  years  and  these  coupled  with 
matching  federal  funds  enabled  the  hospital  to  proceed  with  a construction  program  to  build  the 
hospital.  This  original  building  is  presently  known  as  the  West  Wing.  The  hospital  was  completed  and 
opened  for  patient  care  in  December,  1950. 

In  1956,  a fund  raising  campaign  was  conducted  to  which  the  community  responded  and  with 
federal  aid,  a new  modern  145-bed  addition  was  completed  in  1958  to  replace  the  original  frame 
building.  With  the  opening  of  this  new  unit,  the  hospital  was  brought  to  a capacity  of  245  beds  and  41 
bassinets. 

With  a growing  community  and  with  the  awareness  of  the  importance  of  the  hospital  to  the  health 
needs  of  the  community,  it  was  soon  apparent  that  High  Point  Memorial  must  again  expand  its 
facilities  and  services.  A hospital  consultant  was  employed  in  1 964  by  the  board  of  trustees  to  make  a 
study  of  immediate  and  future  needs  and  to  develop  a master  plan  to  meet  them.  This  plan  has  been 
developed  and  is  projected  to  an  ultimate  of  500  beds.  The  first  phase  was  completed  in  1 973  with  an 
addition  of  1 34  beds  and  enlarged  ancillary  services  bringing  our  bed  capacity  to  324.  The  administra- 
tion and  trustees  are  involved  in  a continuous  analysis  of  health  care  for  our  communtiy. 

High  Point  Memorial  is  a not-for-profit  — , voluntary,  short-term  general  care,  community  hospital, 
supported  by  the  people  of  High  Point  and  surrounding  communities. 

It  is  now  governed  by  a board  of  trustees  consisting  of  18  members,  who  give  their  time  and 
material  support  without  compensation  in  establishing  the  goals  and  policies  of  the  hospital.

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HISTORY  OF  WOMEN'S  GUILD 

The  Women's  Guild  of  the  High  Point  Memorial  Hospital  was  formed  January  24,  1945, 
with  twelve  women  who  represented  various  civic  and  service  organizations  of  the  city  as 
Charter  Members.  Realizing  the  need  for  a women's  auxilliary  to  serve  the  hospital,  The 
Board  of  Trustees  appointed  Mr.  O.A.  Kirkman,  Mr.  Tom  Powell,  and  Mr.  Ed.  Millis  a 
committee  to  formulate  plans  for  such  a group.  The  Women's  Guild  was  officially  organized 
at  this  time  with  the  following  officers:  Mrs.  Chase  Idol,  President;  Mrs.  R.T.  Amos,  Sr.,  1st 
Vice-President;  Mrs.  J.E.  Millis,  2nd  Vice-President;  Mrs.  Charles  Carroll,  Recording  Secre- 
tary; Mrs.  J.E.  Marsh,  Corresponding  Secretary;  and  Miss  Lucille  Johnston,  Treasurer.  The 
wives  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Superintendent  of  Nurses,  Mrs.  E.F.  Long,  were  also 
designated  Charter  Members  of  the  Guild. 

The  purpose  of  the  Women's  Guild  is  to  assist  the  hospital  in  improving  its  facilities,  to 
promote  the  welfare  of  patients,  and  to  aid  and  encourage  the  staff  in  every  way  possible. 

For  thirty-three  years  the  Guild  has  been  involved  with  each  class  of  student  nurses.  It  has 
provided  financial  aid  in  the  form  of  scholarships  and  social  activities  such  as  the  Christmas 
tea  and  summer  picnic  at  the  home  of  various  Guild  members.  To  provide  added  comfort  and 
pleasure  for  the  students,  the  Guild  contributed  air  conditioners,  furniture  for  the  dens, 
shrubbery  for  the  grounds,  a piano,  refrigerator,  ice  maker,  and  vacuum  cleaners.  1947,  one 
hundred  dollars  were  donated  to  start  the  school  library,  with  additional  funds  contributed 
throughout  the  years. 
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One  of  the  first  money  making  projects  sponsored  by  the  Guild  was  a snack  bar  in  the 
hospital,  which  was  started  in  1945.  This  developed  into  the  Soda  Shop  in  1950,  which 
operated  at  first  with  volunteers  and  then  with  paid  workers  as  a service  to  visitors  and 
employees.  It,  also  provided  the  revenue  for  a social  worker  whose  services  were  invaluable 
to  the  patients  and  nursing  staff. 

Through  the  years  the  Guild  engaged  in  many  money  making  projects  including  reselling 
clothing  through  the  Thrift  Shop  and  fashion  shows.  But  the  most  lucrative  and  successful 
project  has  been  the  operation  of  the  cafeteria  in  the  Furniture  Building  during  the  April  and 
October  markets.  Because  of  this  unique  opportunity  for  fund  raising  afforded  the  Guild  by 
"The  Furniture  City,"  and  because  of  the  many  hours  of  voluntary  service  required,  Guild 
members  do  not  work  in  other  money  making  projects  nor  in  service  to  hospital  patients.  The 
original  fare  of  the  cafeteria  when  it  began  in  1951  consisted  of  doughnuts  and  coffee.  This 
has  expanded  into  a full  breakfast  which  has  been  served  for  fifteen  years  to  some  four 
hundred  persons.  Snack  stands  located  on  the  floors  throughout  the  building  are  manned  by 
Guild  members,  and  an  average  of  three  thousand  persons  are  served  daily.  Revenue  derived 
from  this  project  has  made  possible  many  improvements  in  the  hospital,  including  air  condi- 
tioning, costly  equipment,  room  furnishings  and  refurbishing,  and  beautification  of  hospital 
grounds.  The  Memorial  Hair  Center  opened  in  1 976  under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Guild.  The 
equipment  was  donated  to  the  Guild  by  the  Medical  Auxiliary  primarily  for  the  use  of 
hospitalized  patients. 
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Over  three-quarters  of  million  dollars  have  been  contributed  by  the  Guild  since  its  beginn- 
ing. In  addition,  a pledge  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  1974  for  refurbishing  rooms  in 
the  old  wings  of  the  hospital  with  twenty  thousand  more  in  1977,  plus  twenty-one  thousand 
dollars  for  ultrasound  equipment  for  the  Maternity  floor,  and  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
for  the  CT  scanner  installed  February  of  this  year,  bring  the  total  contributions  to  a magificent 
sum. 

From  its  small  beginning  of  24  members  in  1 945,  the  Guild  now  has  1 63  active  members 
and  81  supporting  members  — 14  of  whom  are  life  members.  Mrs.  R.T.  Amos,  Sr.,  one  of  the 
original  members,  has  served  in  every  phase  of  Guild  work,  including  two  terms  as  president, 
and  remains  an  active  member  today. 

With  the  graduation  of  the  1978  student  nurses,  one  of  the  Guild's  purposes  will  end. 
Words  cannot  express  the  appreciation  of  the  students  and  faculty  for  the  generous  financial 
support  and  many  kindnesses  the  Guild  members  have  contributed  to  our  school  throughout 
the  years.  Through  their  hard  work  and  untiring  efforts,  our  school  days  are  blessed  with 
many  happy  memories.

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HISTORY  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  NURSING 

From  the  beginning  the  School  of  Nursing  has  been  an  integral  part  of  FHigh  Point  Memorial  Hospital.  Informa- 
tion concerning  the  early  educational  preparation  of  the  first  student  nurses  is  limited  and  sketchy.  What  is  known 
has  been  assimilated  from  various  histories  written  during  that  period. 

The  earliest  records  indicate  that  the  first  three  known  graduates  were  transfers  from  Sanford  Hospital.  With  the 
aid  of  physicians  and  staff  nurses  these  students  completed  their  three  years  of  instruction  in  1912.  They  were  Miss 
Bessie  Wicker,  Miss  Dearman,  and  Mrs.  Josephine  Bynum  McCraney. 

Shortly  thereafter,  Mrs.  McCraney  became  Superintendent  of  Nurses.  She  lived  in  the  hospital  and  was  on  call 
both  day  and  night.  Similar  situations  were  the  order  of  the  day  in  most  hospitals  and  were  readily  accepted  by 
nurses  for  many  years.  Few  graduate  nurses  were  available  for  work  in  the  hospital  or  for  private-duty  nursing; 
therefore,  students  were  utilized  in  these  areas. 

The  first  uniform  was  a pink  and  white  striped  gingham  dress  with  a white  kerchief  and  apron.  Later,  the  uniform 
was  changed  to  a gray  and  white  striped  dress  with  a bib  and  white  cuffs.  This  uniform  was  discarded  in  favor  of  a 
solid  blue  dress  with  white  collar,  cuffs,  apron  and  bib.  A perma-press  blue  pinstripe  dress  with  a white  center 
insert,  collar  and  cuffs  represents  the  ultimate  evolution  of  the  official  student  uniform. 

The  first  cap  was  of  heavy  white  material.  It  was  cut  into  a half  circle  with  a deep  hem  on  the  straight  side.  After 
starching,  the  circle  was  pleated  and  the  hem  turned  up  as  the  front  of  the  cap.  Since  the  design  of  this  cap 
permitted  it  to  be  shaped  into  many  different  patterns,  it  was  replaced  by  a simple,  T-shaped  cap.  The  brim  of  the 
cap  is  folded  back  about  four  inches  with  a black  14"  brocade  ribbon  placed  across  the  brim. 

The  late  Mollie  Moxley  Hayworth,  who  was  among  the  first  graduates,  designed  the  school  pin.  The  design  idea 
for  the  pin  is  attributed  to  a patient's  fraternal  pin  which  was  admired  by  Miss  Moxley.  A likeness  of  the  pin  was 
made  by  a local  jeweler.  The  pin  was  diamond-shaped  with  three  small  pearls  on  each  of  the  tips.  The  background 
was  black  onyx  with  HPH  affixed  to  it  in  gold  letters.  Today,  HPMH  replaces  HPH  on  the  pin. 
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For  several  years  there  was  no  set  time  for  a student  to  enter  the  Training  School  (as  it  was  then  called).  As  one 
nurse  graduated,  another  was  admitted  to  replace  her.  When  the  facilities  expanded,  more  students  were  admitted. 
Since  records  were  not  considered  important,  or  more  likely,  were  too  time-consuming,  there  is  no  way  of 
knowing  how  many  nurses  were  graduated  during  the  first  years  of  the  school.  It  is  known,  however,  that  the 
school  maintained  a program  which  always  met  the  strict  requirements  established  by  the  State  Board  of  Nurse 
Examiners.  Through  the  years  the  curriculum  was  expanded,  the  working  hours  were  decreased,  and  living 
conditions  were  made  more  pleasant. 

Subjects  included  in  the  early  curriculum  were:  Materia  Medica,  Obstetrical  Nursing,  Medical  and  Surgical 
Nursing,  Ethics  and  History,  Operating  Room  Technique,  and,  of  course,  Practical  Nursing  (later  known  as  Nursing 
Arts  and,  finally,  Fundamentals  of  Nursing).  Practical  Nursing  was  taught  mostly  at  the  bedside.  Most  of  the 
classroom  instruction  was  done  by  physicians  in  the  evening  after  each  day's  work.  The  teamwork  in  the  classroom 
and  in  the  hospital  was  superb  — much  like  that  of  a big  family;  in  fact,  the  people  in  the  community  looked  upon 
the  doctors,  nurses  and  patients,  in  the  big  frame  house  (later  a brick  one)  as  their  neighbors. 
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Mrs.  McCraney  resigned  as  Superintendent  of  Nurses  in  1918  and  Miss  Gilbert  Muse,  who  had  been  Operating 
Room  Supervisor  since  her  graduation,  assumed  her  duties.  Miss  Nellie  Muse  was  named  Operating  Room 
Supervisor  and  Miss  Vera  Johnson  was  Head  Nurse.  Both  were  graduates  of  this  school.  The  nurses  worked  in  all 
areas  of  the  hospital  whenever  they  were  needed.  There  were  about  1 0 to  1 5 nurses  at  this  time.  The  working  day 
was  about  10  hours,  with  a half-day  off  during  the  week  and  five  hours  off  on  Sunday.  In  addition,  the  Operating 
Room  Staff  was  subject  to  night  calls.  All  classes  were  held  in  the  evening  and  were  taught  by  the  doctors. 

In  1927  Hazel  Johnson,  a graduate  of  the  school,  became  the  first  Instructor  in  Nursing.  It  was  her  duty  to  teach 
Nursing  Arts  in  the  classroom  and  follow-up  on  the  wards. 

In  the  beginning,  nursing  personnel  were  housed  on  the  top  floor  of  the  hospital.  In  1914  they  were  moved  to  a 
house  located  across  the  street  from  the  hospital.  During  the  war  years  they  were  moved  back  to  the  upstairs  room 
of  the  hospital,  and  lived  there  until  a Nurses  Home  was  built  on  Howell  Street  (now  Westwood)  next  door  to  the 
hospital.  Additions  were  made  to  the  Nurses  Home  from  time  to  time,  and,  after  the  death  of  Mrs.  Burrus,  the 
Burrus  home  was  utilized. 

In  the  late  thirties  the  State  Board  of  Nurse  Examiners  advised  many  small  hospitals  to  discontinue  their  nursing 
schools.  This  affected  Guilford  General  Hospital.  Several  of  their  students  were  transferred  to  this  school  and,  in 
time,  the  two  alumnae  groups  were  combined.  With  the  consolidation  of  the  hospitals  there  came  an  increased 
emphasis  on  nurse  education.  Every  effort  was  made  to  elevate  the  standards  of  the  school  to  meet  rising  levels  of 
quality.  The  Board  of  Trustees  was  regularly  informed  of  the  rapidly  changing  needs  of  the  community.  Their 
cooperation  and  interest  in  the  school  promoted  better  facilities  and  a larger  staff. 

During  World  War  II  the  school  participated  in  the  cadet  program.  Enrollment  reached  45  making  it  necessary  to 
increase  classroom  space.  A little  cinder  block  building  was  placed  just  behind  the  Nurses  Home  on  Howell  Street. 
During  the  years  1951  to  1954  plans  were  made,  funds  raised,  and  a combined  dormitory  and  educational 
department  was  built  on  Boulevard. 
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The  Women's  Hospital  Guild  was  organized  in  1945.  This  group  has  been  a never-ending  source  of  aid  to  the 
nursing  school  and  the  hospital.  They  have  worked  diligently  to  furnish  the  dormitory,  to  buy  equipment  and  to 
provide  recreational  materials.  One  outstanding  contribution  was  the  establishment  of  a scholarship  fund  for  four 
or  five  students  each  year  in  nursing.  Their  gifts  to  the  school  have  been  numerous,  including  audio-visual  aids  and 
many  volumes  for  the  nursing  school  library.  Social  functions  sponsored  by  the  Guild,  such  as  the  Christmas  Tea 
and  the  Millis  Farm  Picnic,  have  provided  fond  memories  of  happy  times  for  those  graduates  fortunate  enough  to 
have  been  in  the  school. 

Recreational  and  cultural  opportunities  for  the  students  have  been  provided  by  the  Medical  Auxiliary  with 
contributions  of  magazine  subscriptions,  theatre  tickets,  and  memberships  in  the  YWCA. 

The  High  Point  Memorial  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  has  kept  pace  with  other  schools  in  raising  educational 
standards.  An  affiliating  program  with  Children's  Hospital  in  Washington,  D.C.  was  arranged  to  supplement  the 
local  facility  in  1 943.  The  cooperation  of  community  agencies,  pediatricians,  and  the  pediatric  unit  of  HPMH  have 
provided  the  pediatric  nursing  experience  for  students  since  1967.  A program  in  psychiatric  nursing  was  arranged 
with  Friends  Hospital  in  Philadelphia  in  1941.  This  program  was  discontinued  in  1959,  and  since  has  been 
furnished  in  cooperation  with  hospitals  in  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania.  Since  1970  the  psychiatric  program  has 
been  provided  for  the  students  by  John  Umstead  Hospital  in  Butner,  N.C. 

Staffing  at  the  School  of  Nursing  includes  a Director  of  Education  and  full-time  and  part-time  nursing  faculty  for 
instruction  in  the  basic  sciences.  Biological  and  social  sciences  have  been  taught  through  UNC-G  since  1971.  This 
has  provided  from  23  to  27  college  credit  hours  for  students  wishing  to  continue  their  education. 
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The  School  of  Nursing  at  HPMH  has  provided  a progressive  curriculum  in  areas  such  as  coronary  care,  intensive 
care,  renal  dialysis  and  neurosurgery.  The  33-months  program  provides  approximately  1500  hours  of  formal 
instruction.  In  addition  to  the  school's  faculty,  generous  assistance  has  been  given  by  physicians,  head  nurses  and 
the  general  hospital  staff. 

The  cost  of  the  nursing  program  has  increased  over  the  years.  In  the  beginning,  students  were  paid  $10,  $1 5,  and 
$20,  monthly  for  the  three  respective  years.  Later  the  cost  was  advanced  from  $100.00  tuition  for  three  years  in 
1 955,  to  $450.00  in  1 962.  In  August,  1 972,  tuition  was  increased  to  $1 000.00  for  the  three  years  to  cover  the  cost 
of  UNC-G  courses.  In  addition,  students  were  required  to  pay  for  their  books  and  uniforms  for  the  first  time. 
Students  living  in  the  dorm  were  charged  a residence  fee  of  $1 35.00  per  year  effective  August,  1 975,  bringing  the 
total  cost  for  the  three  years  to  approximately  $1900.00. 

Through  the  years  local  churches  and  their  ministers  have  been  available  for  capping  and  graduation  exercises. 
They  have  welcomed  students  to  the  community  and  extended  invitations  to  continue  religious  affiliation  in  this 
community.  The  first  commencement  program  was  held  in  1935,  at  the  Emmanuel  Lutheran  Church  when  four 
graduates  received  diplomas.  In  May  of  1978,  the  last  graduation  will  be  held  at  Wesley  Memorial  Methodist 
Church.

With  the  completion  of  the  last  class,  the  school  will  have  graduated  848  students  including  three  male  nurses  — 
Gerald  Estes,  Bill  Ludwig,  and  Reggie  Jones.  Although  always  open  to  the  minority  races,  Carolyn  Walker  is  the 
only  Black  student  to  successfully  complete  the  course  of  instruction. 

The  graduates  of  the  HPMH  School  of  Nursing  may  be  found  in  many  areas  of  health  care  — anesthesiology, 
Hospital  administration,  directors  of  education  and  nursing  instructors  in  nursing  schools,  public  health  nursing, 
industrial  nursing,  Peace  Corps  volunteers,  supervisors,  head  nurses,  staff  nurses,  office  nurses  and  private  duty 
nurses. 

Even  though  professional  nursing  education  today  stresses  a broader  background  in  the  sciences,  liberal  arts  and 
health  the  following  graduates  of  the  HPMH  School  of  Nursing  Diploma  Program  have  made,  and  will  continue  to 
make,  tremendous  contributions  to  health  care  in  our  city,  state,  and  nation.
